Library ‘shelves’ old look 


Clarke College now has a library 
on tracks located on the lower 
level. Known as Elecompack, it is 
a system of shelving that moves on 
tracks, making more room for both 
people and books. These mechani- 
cal shelves hold 22,500 volumes in 
only 550 square feet. 


Elecompack is built in various 
size modules. Clarke has three of 
them, all of which are double 
face ranges with six tiers across 
and seven shelves per tier. When 
these

have a capacity for approximately 
57,000 volumes.

While 
an aisle is in use no other may be 
activated. Should the reset switch 
be thrown by accident, a safety 
bar automatically stops any move- 
ment. There are two safety bars, 
one halfway up the tiers and 
one just above the floor, in case 
any materials may fall into the 
aisle. 

Over-crowded library conditions 
prompted the decision to purchase 
the shelving. Installment was com- 
pleted this summer.
